T Ake a piece of the root of any Apple-tree or Pear-tree, 
about fix inches long, and tongue-graft a graft of 
ad applCornear into the root. The way of Tongue-grafting 
is, to cat t&e toot Hoping about one inch, and the graft Ho* 
ping in like manner one inch; cutting both very finooth. Then 
cleave the root and the graft likewife about one inch, and en¬ 
ter them into one an other, that the fop of the graft may joyn 
to the fop of the root as much as you can. Lap the joynted 
place about with a little hemp or flax-hurdsj fet the root lo 
grafted into the ground about ten or twelve inches deep, lo 
as the joynt may be covered at leaft four inches under the 
earth, that it may not be bared at any time, but kept moift by 
the Earth* 

The root you graft upon, muft not be lefs than your graft; 
itisnoinceovenience, if it is bigger; then you can joyn the 
fipof the graft and root only onrorve fide. It isbeft that the 
root and the graft be of the fame bignels $ then they will joyn 
on both fides: But there is no need you fliould be critical. 

It is not necefiary, theOraft fliould be of one years growth: 
Tour Graft may be any fair (freight branch, as big as a mans- 
finger, fir* orfix foot long, provided the root be proportion 
oablc, 
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The Roots of young trees are to be preferred before the 
roots of older trees, becaufe they will be more apt to take 
in fap and nourifh the branch grafted into them. 

The beft root6 of all, are thofe that come of kernels,which 
may be drawn at one, two or three years old, according to 
tntir growth One plant muft yield feveral Roots according 
to its bignefs.- 

The Informer allures us,that acjyears fincehe (owed abed 
of applr-keroelsin March t in which year he planted an Or¬ 
chard of Apple-trees and Pear-trees that coft n.d. the tree. 
The fpring following he pluckt up 40 of thole (cedlings, 
grown to the thicknefsof a fair graft, he grafted them in this 
manner of tongue-grafting, and planted them again. They 
all grew, and four of them bore fruit to perfedion that year; 
fo that in a year and half from an apple kernel he had ripe 
fruit. Four of thofe trees, bought at 1 id, the tree, died 5 
for want of a better fupply, four of thele trees thus grafted 
were planted in the rooms of thofe which died. .Jhefe four 
trees will now bear two quarters of apples upont'fhittee • and 
are bigger than moft of thofe trees amongft whioh»ihey Hand, 
which coft 12. d. the tree, when theft were Kernels. He doth 
conceive, that plumbs, cherries, apricotts, peaches, and all 
forts of fruit-trees may be thus raifed 5 but he hath not made 
an Experiment any further then upon apples and pears. 

If any defire tobe further fatisfied of the executive part 
of this, and the fuccefs of it, they may repair to Totmam 
High-Croft four miles from London in the road to Ware, where 
they themfelves may fee this performed.
